Project SafeSpace 
receives $2.5 million 
federal grant 

FRANKFORT, Ky. - Governor Steve Beshear 
has announced the launch of a new collaboration 
between state agencies, universities and nonprofits to 
improve the behavioral health and treatment of children 
in the child welfare system. 

Project SafeSpace is designed to assess trauma 
that may have been experienced by children in out-of- 
home care and seek treatments that best meet the chil¬ 
dren’s mental and behavioral health needs. Nearly 7,200 
children are in out-of-home care in Kentucky. 

The new project is a partnership among the Kentucky 
Cabinet for Health and Family Services (CHFS), the 
University of Louisville (UofL) along with several other 
universities, and governmental and nonprofit agencies. 

“For many children in foster care, the social and 
emotional ordeal of displacement after being abused 
or neglected by a loved one is life-shattering,” Gov. 
Beshear said. “The treatment provided through this grant 
will give children a new hope for healing. This type of 
collaboration is essential to ensure our foster children 
have the opportunity to become productive members of 
our communities.” 

Access to behavioral health services for 
Kentucky children is limited, particularly in rural 
areas, and children in out-of-home care are not consis¬ 
tently screened for behavioral health needs, said CHFS 
Secretary Audrey Tayse Haynes. 

While finding permanency for children in foster care is 
a top priority, the cabinet’s focus is also on the overall 
well-being of those children, she said. 

“Children in foster care are more likely to 
have significant mental health concerns that affect their 
development,” Secretary Haynes said. “This grant has a 
special emphasis on the adoption and pre-adoption popu¬ 
lation, so children who find their ‘forever families’ will 
also have a lifetime of well-being.” 

UofL’s Kent School of Social Work 
will lead the project, oversee the part¬ 
ners’ collaboration and evaluate the initiative. 

“Project SafeSpace will allow us to make a 
real difference for children and families served by the 
child welfare system because of the focus on assessing 
what they really need and providing proven services to 
help them flourish,” said Crystal Collins-Camargo, UofL 
associate professor of social work and the project leader. 
“The partnership forged by the university and the child 
welfare and behavioral health systems brings the right 
people to the table to tackle the complex needs of these 
vulnerable children through a true sense of collaboration.” 

Partnering agencies for Project SafeSpace include: 

• University of Louisville; 

• CHFS Department for Community Based 

Services; 

• CHFS Department for Behavioral Health, 

Developmental and Intellectual Disabilities; 

• CHFS Department for Medicaid Services; 

• Eastern Kentucky University; 

• University of Kentucky; 

• Children’s Alliance of Kentucky; 

• Kentucky Partnership for Families and Children; 

• Youth Leadership Council; and 

• Kentucky Youth M.O.V.E. 

The project is funded through a $2.5 million 
grant by the U.S. Department of Health and Human 
Services’ Administration on Children, Youth and 
Families. The five-year grant period began in October. 
The first year’s allotment is $425,000, with $500,000 
annually for the next four years. 

The project will begin in two pilot regions 
before being implemented throughout the rest of the 
Commonwealth.

At the Owsley County Fiscal Court meeting on 
Tuesday, December 12, 2013, Cassie Hudson from 
Partnership Housing ask the fiscal court for matching 
funds for a grant she was writing in the amount of 
$400,000 to assist with building 6 new energy effi¬ 
cient homes.

A KENTUCKY 
CHRISTMAS PAST 

It’s hard to believe 
but its Christmas again. We 
have reached the end of 
another year. It is a time 
of family, of love and of 
celebration for all the bless¬ 
ings we have received. It 
is a time of remembering 
those gone home before us. 
It is a time for giving and a 
time for helping those less 
fortunate. And of course it 
is a time for the little ones 
to sing, to dance and to 
get presents. Is there any¬ 
thing more wonderful than 
watching your child open 
their presents and seeing 
that smile? I think not. 

I remember when 
I was a young boy. It was 
hard times here in Owsley 
County back then for peo¬ 
ple trying to make a liv¬ 
ing. Sure it’s hard now, 
but not like then. You grew 
what you ate. Your garden 
wasn’t just a hobby. It was 
to make sure you had food 
in the winter. You raised 
chickens, hogs and cattle 
for meat and milk. You 
butchered them yourself 
when it was cold enough 
that the meat wouldn’t spoil 
in the smoke house. We 
didn’t have the money to 
run to a restaurant or to the 
grocery store when we got 
hungry. Every one worked 
hard in the garden, tobacco 
fields, com, and hay fields. 
Money was scarce and not 
to be wasted. 

My grandfather 
Opal Peters was the patri¬ 
arch of our family. He was 
a simple, hard working man 
who served in Germany in 
WWII and came home to 
his bride Rachel and chil¬ 
dren. He farmed a small 
plot of land and was a 
blacksmith. He never saw 
a day that he wasn’t doing 
everything he could to pro¬ 
vide as best as he could for 
his family. He was never 
rich, but we were loved. No 
one ever complained. We 
were thankful for what we 
had. We were poor but we 
never even really noticed. 

Christmas was 
special for the Peters fam¬ 
ily on Sextons Creek. We 
cut a real tree and made 
ornaments for it. We strung 
popcorn and wrapped the 
tree in it. We had a few 


strands of lights that made 
it beautiful. We never had 
fancy anything but man it 
was sure wonderful. Pap 
(all the grandkids called 
him Pap) always went to 
the Stock Sale and bought 
fruit by the bushel: apples, 
oranges, bananas, grapes, 
even nuts. He made sure 
we had the best he could 
provide. Mom and 

my stepdad had moved our 
family to Indiana in 1966 
looking for work. There 
were just not many jobs 
and few opportunities. So 
off we went. It was the first 
time any of our family had 
been away. 

So when the 
Christmas Season came we 
were all excited to be com¬ 
ing home. We counted the 
days till we could be with 
our family. It was the best 
Christmas gift we ever got. 
We never expected expen¬ 
sive gifts. We sometimes 
chose to use our Christmas 
money to come home to 
Kentucky to be with family 
instead of getting gifts. We 
were never sad because of 
this. Just being home was 
what we truly wanted. To 
be with our family was the 
important thing. Tears of 
joy were shed when we 
arrived. Many tears of sad¬ 
ness were shed when we 
left for home. Everybody 
cried, not just the kids, 
everyone, including Pap. 
I’ll never forget that. 

Today Christmas 
has lost its meaning for a 


lot of us. Family and fel¬ 
lowship have been replaced 
with the expectation of 
$300 iPhones, $500 video 
games and $400 purses. 
The material things have 
taken the place of hope 
and love. Kids today have 
no idea of the sacrifices 
their parents and grand¬ 
parents made to give them 
the excesses and advan¬ 
tages they have today. It 
is sad, I think they have 
really missed out on the 
special times we had back 
then. I miss those family 
Christmas times. 

I am also truly sad¬ 
dened that we have forgot¬ 
ten that Christ is the reason 
for Christmas. Jesus Christ 
existed; let no one tell you 
different. His life is a his¬ 
torical fact. His teachings 
are also historical facts. To 
Christians there is no more 
special day than the day we 
celebrate Jesus’s birth. Too 
often today we are told that 
there is no place for Christ 
in Christmas anymore. We 
are told that the very word 
“Christmas” is offensive 
to some. I have no desire 
to offend anyone. Believe 
and celebrate any way you 
choose.
